The night shelling followed an 
afternoon air force strike against 
terrorist artillery 1 positions in the 
Nabatiyeh and Rashadiyeh regions. 

It was the third time in three days 
that the air force was active in the 
Nabatiyeh region, from which 
Palestinian gunners have been firing, 
on the panhandle. 

The air force also hit in the area 
of Rashadiyeh, where the terrorists 
have deployed 130mm.'. cannon 
against Western Galilee. 

The.tenrorists reportedly hide the 
artillery pieces m nearby refugee 
camps, lugging them out at' various 
limes- during the day for short vol- 
leys aimed 7at Israel. ' 

It was the eighth day since the 
outbreak of hostilities on July 10 
that the air - force has struck 
Lebanon. 

The IDI^ spokesman said that the 
pilots had scored accurate hits in 
the.strike against the artillery posi- 
tions and that all planes returned 
safely to base. 


’ Delivery of F-16s 
linked to cease-fire

Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
WASHINGTON. — The Reagan 
administration's suspension of F-16 
fighter deliveries to Israel has no 
time limitbut is clearly linked to the 
establishment of a cease-fire 
between Israel and the PLO. as well 
as to an overall reduction in ten- 
sions in the area, U.S. officials said 
yesterday. 

. President Ronald Reagan, 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
and their senior aides are described 
as “totally exasperated” by what 
they believe has been Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin’s “stub- 
born disregard” for U.S. interests in 
the Middle East. 

One 'administration official- 
warned pointedly that any period of 
prolonged, escalating tension along 
the Israel i-Lebanese border could 
lead to even stiffer U.S. punitive ac- 
tions against Israel, which privately 


has received most of the Name for 
the current crisis. He refused to 
elaborate. 

__ In contrast with past periods of . 
U^. -Israeli tensions, Israel and its : 
policy of bombing civilian con- 
centrations in Beirut currently have 
very little support in Congress and 
the U.S. news media.' 

Most of Israel’s best friends, in- 
cluding leaders of the American 
Jewish community, have been em- 
barrassed by the reports of massive 
civilian casualties in Beirut. 

“We find it hard to justify such 
behaviour,” one Jewish political ac- 
tivist said. Others echoed those sen- 
timents. 

The White House, generally con- 
cerned about domestic support for 
Israel, is said to recognize that 
Begin is rather isolated this time. 
This lack of American public sup- 
port for Begin, as well as the strong

South ’ Lebanon yesterday had 
what was probably its quietest day 
in -almost •twpjweeksrdjspite con- 
tinuing Israeli gir. strikes and artil- 
lery duels between Israeli and PLO 
positions. 

According to the Palestinian 
news agency Wafa, at least eight 
Israeli Phantoms were involved in a 
late afternoon raid on Tyre, 
Ndbatiyeh and Rashkliyeh. 

The agency claimed that one of 
the attacking aircraft was hit by 
ground fire “and was seen crashing 
in flames in the occupied ter- 
ritories.” 

An IDF spokesman confirmed 
that there bad been air strikes 
yesterday, but added that ail planes 
had returned safely to their bases. 

The air strike followed heavy ar- 
tilleiy barrages across the Lebanese 
border, and routine Israeli 
overflights earlier in the day. 

Wafa, outlining what it called the 
“military situation” in South 
Lebanon, noted that during the 


night “our forces dealt with several 
Israeli naval bombardments in the 
Kassimiyeh and Zaharani Bridge 
areas, and also replied to enemy 
shellings of the villages of Rfiian, 
Aishiyeh and Yarmak.” 

The PLO is clearly taking 
pleasure in its status of “equal com- 
batant” in what Arafat described on 
Monday as “the Palestioian-I sraeti 
War,” and this has been reflected in 
the language used in its communi- 
ques carried by Wafa. 

There were no official reports of 
casualties yesterday, although 
Lebanese provincial authorities said 
that seven people were killed and 19 
wounded in Israeli air, sea and artil- 
lery attacks in South Lebanon on 
Monday. 

-Syria, meanwhile, which has 
come under increasing pressure to 
come to the aid of the PLO and its 
leftist allies, hinted yesterday that it 
may deploy its SAM-6 anti-aircraft 
missiles around Beirut. 

The government newspaper 
Tishrin said that the SAM missiles, 
which Syria deployed in the Beka’a

BERLIN (UPI). — A 21 -year-old 
Pole armed with a hand-grenade 
and a gun hijacked a Polish plane on 
a domestic flight yesterday ' and 
forced it to land at the U.S. military 
airfield in West Berlin, where be 
surrendered to American officials, a 
U.S- spokesman said. 

East Bloc fighter jets trying to 
prevent the plane reaching the West 
gave chase to the Lot airliner and 
violated West Berlin airspace, the 
spokesmarisaid. 

Allied officials were investigating 
the violation, he said. 

The hijacker, a 2 1 -year-old Polish 
man not immediately named, sur- 
rendered to U.S. officials shortly 
after the plane landed at Tempelhof 
at 5 p.m., the U.S. spokesman said. 

He was turned over to West 
Berlin officials after questioning 
and probably will be prosecuted by 
the ■ Germans for air piracy, the 
spokesman said. 


None of the 50 other passengers, 
'who included a child, nor the five 
crew members were harmed in the 
incident, he said. 

In Warsaw, the official news 
agency PAP said the twin-engined 
Antonov-24 turboprop was on a 
flight from the Silesian industrial 
city of Katowice to the northern 
port of Gdansk when hijacked. 

The agency said there were a 
number of foreigners on board. 

It said the plane had been taken 
over by a terrorist who threatened 
the stewardess with a gun. 

There was a similar hijacking to 
Wesi Berlin last December when a 
39-year-old car mechanic com- 
mandeered a Lot Antonov on a 
flight from Zielona Gora to War- 
saw. 

In the following four weeks, 
Polish security men foiled two other 
attempted hijackings.

- proposed both this and ihe Arrange- 
ments Committee, said the political 
and military situation necessitated 
an immediate Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee. It would 
probably function for only three 
weeks,, he said. 

When' Arens proposed that the 
provisional body contain eight MKs 
each from the Likud and the Align- 
ment, and two from die National 
Religious. Party, former coalition 
chairman Haim Corfu (Likud) [sug- 
gested instead that the committee 
from the Ninth Knesset should con- 
stitute the provisional committee. 

But Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin said that the 'Ninth Knesset's 
committees had|}]ipcra dissolved and 
could not be rsi^dyated. 

Knesset . Speaker . M enahem 
Savidor then pwsuaded Corfu' to 
withdraw his proposal*. 

The Aguda’s. SWomO Lorincz 
then complained .that his faction 


had had a man on the list Foreign 
Affairs and -Defence Committee 
and should have a man on the 
provisional body. 

Arens .replied that the Likud 
would cede one of its seats on the 
permanent committee to the Aguda 
this time, just as it had in the 
previous Knesset. When Lorincz 
pressed, Arens added that the Likud 
place assigned to Eliahu Ben-Elissar 
would be given to the Aguda's 
Avraham Shapiraon the provisional 
body.

The Arrangements Committee

The Alignment demanded five

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Cease-fire shaping up 
for northern border

Prospects for a cease-fire in 
the North improved markedly 
last night with both Israel and 
the Palestine Liberation 
Organization indicating that 
they are prepared to halt the 
hostilities. Each side said it 
would stop shooting if the other 
did so first. The UN was ex- 
pected to propose a cease-fire 
time which the parties could ac- 
cept on a de facto basis, without 
any. negotiations between them. 

An Israeli official dose to 
Premier Menachem Begin noted to 
newsmen that Israel had not started 
the 10-day-old mini-war, and added 
that if the “other side” stopped its 
shelling and rocketing of Israel’s 
northern townships Israel would 
cease its own counter-attacks. 

For the PLO, Chairman Yasser 
Arafat informed UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim, according 
to UN sources, that he was 
peepared to observe a cease-fire if 
Israel did likewise. The sources said 


Arafat had relayed his response 
through the commander of 
UNIF1L, Gen. William Callaghan. 

The Israeli cabinet, after a six- 
hour special session, declared that it 
would “under no circumstances 
conduct negotiations, either direct- 
ly or indirectly, with the Arab ter- 
rorist organizations.” The cabinet 
“agreed" that U.S. presidential en- 
voy Philip Habib “embark on con- 
tacts” with the Lebanese govern- 
ment “with the aim of establishing 
peaceful relations between Israel 
and Lebanon, from where the ter- 
rorist organizations incessantly at- 
tack., .Israel and murder and maim 
its citizen's.” 

Habib himself, alter a meeting 
with Begin, issued his own 
carefUUy-penned statement saying 
that he would continue with his mis- 
sion to obtain a cease-fire “as a first 
step to bringing calm to the area.” 

Israeli officials said this “means 
that Habib can go ahead and get a 
cease-fire." Another cabinet session 
has been set for Thursday, ap- 
parently to review the U.S. envoy's 
progress. 

A high cabinet source told The 


Jerusalem Post that Israel had in ef- 
fect agreed to some of the “ideas” 
that Habib had presented to Begin 
when they met on Sunday. At the 
same time, the cabinet had sought 
to couch Israel's position in careful 
language which would not signal 
any political concession to the PLO. 

fllie PLO for its part is plainly 
pleased with what it sees as a 
political success emerging out of 
these hostilities.) 

The cabinet statement, read out 
by Begin to newsmen after the 
meeting with Habib, read;

UN aims to set deadline for truce

UNITED NATIONS. — The 
Security Council was expected late 
yesterday or early today to issue a 
call for a cease-fire between Israel 
and the terrorists in Lebanon that 
would go into effect within 72 
hours. 

Earlier yesterday a UN 
spokesman told reporters that PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat had indicated 
that he would agree to a halt to the 
fighting. 

Arafat's statement followed a re- 
quest made to him by UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
through UNIFIL commander Wil- 
liam Callaghan. Although 
Waldheim declined to give any 
details about Arafat's answer, in- 
formed sources said that Arafat had 
expressed agreement to order a halt 
to the PLO's shelling of Israeli vil- 
lages if the Israelis stopped their 
fire. 

UN officers in Lebanon believe 


that Arafat is “in panic” and that 
the only chance for his group to sur- 
vive in Lebanon is in an immediate 
cease-fire, the sources added. 

Western diplomats here were 
waiting for the Israeli government's 
response to the American call for a 
cease-fire. 

“if the Americans succeed in 
convincing Begin to stop the raids 
on the PLO camps, they will save 
Arafat and his group from annihila- 
tion, just like the Egyptian army was 
saved in the Yom Kippur War as a 
result of American pressures,” said 
one diplomat. 

Arab League representative 
Clovis Maksoud said the delegates 
were in agreement on an outline of 
the. resolution and only needed to 
iron out minor problems in ihe text. 

Diplomatic sources said that, to 
secure U.S. agreement, the resolu- 
tion would most likely not include a 
call for sanctions against Israel. 

Maksoud said the resolution 
would set a time limit of either 72 or 


48 hours for compliance. 

He said he expected the council 
to meet in public later yesterday but 
could not predict if it would adopt 
the resolution immediately. 

The UN draft resolution for a 
cease-fire is sponsored by Ireland, 
Japan and Spain, none of which is a 
permanent member of the Security 
Council and all of which are 
regarded as more friendly toward

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Army, psychologists 
help Kiryat Shmona

Psychologists, volunteer 
policemen, the IDF. politicians and 
journalists have been arriving in 
Kiryat Shmona during the past few 
days, while many organizations and 
individuals throughout the country 
continue to offer help to the town’s 
residents who spent their seventh 
consecutive night in shelters yester- 
day. 

Kiryat Shmona residents kept off 
the Streets and away from work 
yesterday, after a night of heavy 
shelling. Towards evening, several 
shops and one restaurant opened. 

In Nahariya. shops and offices re- 
opened yesterday morning, only to 
close again at noon when shelling 
was renewed. One of the shells hit a 
school and a pedestrian was lightly- 
wounded. 

Itim reports that the town was 
deserted during the afternoon, but 
livened up in the evening as people 
took to the streets again. 

One of the few persons out during " 
the afternoon, a UNIFIL soldie^, 
sitting in the only open cafe in town, 
the Penguin, said he stDl feels safer 
in Nahariya than in his native 
Ireland. 

Many Nahariya residents yester- 
day said they fed isolated from the 
rest of the country. One resident 
returning from Haifa said it hurts to 
see the rest of the country- carrying 
on as usual, and said that leaving 
Nahariya is like “entering into 
another world.” 

Amos Lotan, member of the 
government appointed committee 
running Kiryat Shmona said that the 
increased presence of the army in 
town, particularly women soldiers 
who have been visiting shelters 
together with psychologists, has 
done much to improve morale 
among the residents. 

The army is also helping maintain 
the shelters and yesterday installed 
fans in many of them. But Lolan 
denied that the IDF is “running 
Kiryat Shmona” and said the ap- 
pointed committee is fully in con- 
trol, making use of the army where 
it can. 

Lotan also played down reports 
of a large-scale exodus of Kiryat 
Shmona residents to slay with 
relatives in the south. “It is difficult 
to estimate the number that has left 
town, but it is smaller than has been 
reported,” he said. 

Reuven Robert, head of the ap- 
pointed committee, said that he has 
received hundreds of offers from all 
over the country to put up Kiryat 
Shmona residents while the shelling 
continues. But he said there is no in- 
tention ^of evacuating 'the residents 
and that apart from offers to put up 
children and elderly people, who are 
having a particularly difficult time 


in shelters, the olTers are not being 
taken up. 

Most of Kiryat Shmona's in- 
dustrial plants remained closed 
yesterday. The appointed committee 
is trying to reopen the most impor- 
tant ones, and has begun locating 
workers in their shelters. A similar 
search is being carried out to locate 
shop owners and municipal 
employees. The appointed commit- 
tee has warned that workers who 
stay away for more than two days, 
as of yesterday, risk getting the 
sack. 

T earns of psychologists have been 
in Kiryat Shmona since Sunday to 
advise the social services. The 
teams were sent by an emergency- 
social services unit headed by Aliza 
Offer and set up by order of Labour 
and Social Affairs Minister Israel 
Katz. The teams are giving special 
help to families who suffered 
damage to property or injuries dur- 
ing the shellings. 

Additional help will be forthcom- 
ing from Dr. Amiram Raviv arid Dr. 
Avigdor Klingman of the psy- 
chological counselling service of the 
Ministry of Education. They ar- 
rived in Kiryat Shmona yesterday to 
advise the other psychologists, who 
have been holding group meetings 
in the heavily shelled 
neighbourhoods. 

Additional volunteer help came 
from the Beersheba police. Two of- 
ficers and six sergeants gave up a 
week's holiday to join police in 
Kiryat Shmona. Police Inspector- 
General A rye Ivtzan expressed 
satisfaction at this and said he 
hoped more police volunteers 
would follow. 

Kiryat Shmona's maternity ward 
re-opened on Monday, after being 
closed for three years, 22-year-old 
Sara Manor gave birth to a 
daughter. Sharon. The ward, which 
had been closed on the grounds that 
not enough people used it, is now 
also serving as a first-aid station. 

In M isgav Am Zippora Yisod, the 
40-year-old mother of four, killed 
on Monday, was buried yesterday 
afternoon at the kibbutz. She was 
laid to rest alongside the two victims 
of last year's terrorist attack on the 
kibbutz. 

The coffin was borne on an army 
command car with her husband and 
two sons — Nir, aged 1 1, and Guy, 
aged 5 — riding behind. In the 
background, the exchange of fire in 
South Lebanon could be heard. 

Addressing the mourners, Hous- 
ing Minister David Levy S3id that 
Israel's settlements were being shel- 
led, its civilians dying, while a blind 
aRd biased world stood by^nd^qn- 
demried Israel ." for defending" - itself. ': 

The funeral was attended- by 
numerous settlers from the area and 
IDF representatives. 



UNIFIL troops disarm infiltrators

Ottawa summit urges cease-fire 


OTTAWA. — Leaders of the seven 
major industrial states meeting here 
for their annual economic summit 
have issued an even-handed call for 
an end to the violence in Lebanon. 

Government heads of the U.S., 
Britain, France. West Germany, 
Japan. Italy and Canada on Monday 
night urged “all states and parties” 
in the conflict to show restraint and 
to avoid retaliation, but did not 
refer directly to Israel’s attacks on 
Palestinian positions in Lebanon or 
to the terrorist shelling of Israeli set- 


tlements. 

U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
announced at the same time that he 
was indefinitely delaying delivery of 
all F-16 aircraft to Jsraeh According 
to White House counsellor Edward 
Meese, the president believed “he 
had no choice” but to order the 
delay. 

In announcing Reagan's move 
Monday night. Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig said it had the un- 
animous backing of Reagan's ad- 
visers. (Reuter, UPI)

British MPs condemn Begin and bombing 


LONDON (Reuter). — More than 
50 British MPs yesterday signed a 
draft resolution condemning Israel’s 
bombing of Beirut and describing 
Prime Minister Begin as a “ter- 
rorist”. 

The MPs, who belong to different 
parties, called on Parliament to of- 


ficially condemn the Israeli action, 
to take steps to prevent an escala- 
tion of the conflict and the murder 
of innocent civilians. 

The draft state's that Begin is 
“continuing to behave like the 
leader of the terrorist IZL.” 


France bars compliance with boycott 


PARIS (Reuter). — French JPrime 
Minister Pierre Mauroy has Issued 
an order effectively making it illegal 
for French firms to comply with the 
Arab economic boycott of Israel, 
the prime minister’s office said 
yesterday. 

Most Arab states require foreign 
trading partners to pledge they have 
no relations with Israeli firms and 
have drawn up a secret blacklist of 
companies they say are helping 
Israel. 

Former president Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing's government, by ex- 
cluding the boycott from a domestic 
law banning economic discrimina- 
tion on racial, religious or ethnic 


grounds, had allowed French firms 
to comply with Arab legislation. 

The new government under Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand came into 
office with a policy of support for 
Israel. 

Informed sources said there was 
no immediate indication how many 
firms would be affected by 
Mauroy’s decision and in what way. 

The sources said ther boycott was 
not enforced in the same way in 
each' Arab state and .that several 
French firms which traded with 
Israel also maintained trade in parts 
of the Arab world, despite being 
blacklisted by the Central Arab 
Boycott Office.'

In Beihit, Saudi Arabia’s ambas- 


sador to Lebanon, Ali Shaer, said 
that his country was putting pres- 
sure on the U.S. to restrain Israel. 
He did not go into details. 

Saudi Arabia has meanwhile 
pledged a further $120m. in aid to 
Lebanon, to pay off that country’s 
debt to the Trans-Arabian Pipeline 
Company. This follows an earlier 
Saudi pledge of S20m. each to the 
Lebanese'govemment and the PLO. 

Washington’s, decision to con-

- Council president Avraham 
Harman said the small number of 
Jewish emigrants — 868 persons last 
month — is about half the figure of 
June 1980, and one-fifth the figure 
of that month in 1979. 

Commenting on reports that the 
Soviets aim at halting Jewish 
emigration altogether, Harman said 


the situation was “very worrisome.” 
While it is impossible to predict 
what they will do, their actions are 
foreboding, he added. 

Henrietta Friedman, whose hus- 
band Kim was recently sentenced to 
a year in prison for his Jewish ac- 
tivities, told reporters that the worst 
thing for the Prisoners of Zion was 
not knowing when' they would be 
released. Even after getting. out of 
jail, they are left completely, in 
doubt about when or if they can be 
reunited with family in Israel, said 
Friedman, who hasn’t seen her hus- 
band since she came on aliya five 
years ago. 

.Gregory Golarkansky, a new im- 
migrant from Kishinev, said that 
one refusednik was beaten and ar- 
rested for alleged “perversion of 


minors." His “offence” was giving a 
young Jew a copy of a book by 
Avraham Joshua Heschel. 

Prital conceded that there is some 
tiredness among western Jews who 
have been active in the Soviet Jewry 
struggle, but that Israel must show, 
by its perseverance, that Jewry still 1 
cares. Former aliya. activists and 
Hebrew teachers who came on aliya 
from Russia in the past few months 
yesterday distributed information 
material to passersby in Jerusalem's 
Rehov Ben-Yehuda. 

Harman asserted with emotion 
that “Israelis must be aware that hot 
only in the northern border towns 
are Jews standing bravely for the 
Jewish people; they are also in ;

Siamese twins’ 
survival doubtful

A pair of female Siamese twins 
who were born on Monday at 
Jerusalem's Misgav Ladach 
Hospital are undergoing a series of 
tests at Hadassah Hospital on Ml 
S copus to determine whether they 
can be surgically separated. 

The twins are now in the intensive 
care unit for infants and their condi- 
- tion is described as “stable.” 
However, a senior doctor at Hadas- 
sah said that their chances of surviv- 
ing are slim. 

The twins, who are attached at 
.the chest and stomach facing each 
other, have four arms, four legs, two 
heads and two bodies. - 

Doctors had conducted ultra- 
sound scanning tests during the 
pregnancy and detected the 
presence of twins, but the tests did 
not show that the girls were at- 
tached. 

The difficult Caesarean section 
was the young mother’s first 
delivery, and the first case of 
Siamese twins at Misgav Ladach. 

There have been two cases of 
Siamese twins births in Israel in re- 
cent years, but all died shortly after 
birth. 


U.S. Sixth Fleet keeps 
low profile in Haifa

HAIFA. — Captains of two visiting 
U.S. Sixth Reel ships did not pay 
the customary courtesy call on the 
mayor of Haifa yesterday after they 
arrived. The visit was waived at the 
request of the U.S. embassy, ap- 
parently reflecting the administra- 
tion’s pressure on Israel in the wake 
of the Lebanon crisis. 

Shore leave for the ships’ nearly 
700 crew members, however, was 
not cancelled. After two weeks at 
sea, they will be able to take their 
promised “rest and recreation” 
break in Haifa, a popular port for 
the crews of the Sixth Fleet which 
calls here every month.

The Bank of Israel has decided to 
help the government absorb money 
from the public, in order to cut 
down on the effects of the govern- 
ment's massive injection of money 
into. the economy during this 
month. 

In recent days the linked bonds 
market has been active and the 
Bank of Israel has sold IS60 million 
worth of bonds in the secondary 
market — that is, bonds already 
sold once and bought back by the 
bank — during the past three days. 
The bank bought up the bonds 
several weeks ago, when their prices 
hit a low. 

According to Bank of Israel 
economists, another 3 per cent rise 
in the price of bonds traded in the 
market will bring them up to the 
price of bonds sold new by the 
bank, which is 96 per cent of the go- 
ing price. 

In another attempt to cut down 
on government injection of money 


into the economy, the Treasury ac- 
countant general, while making Lhe 
regular payments to government 
suppliers, has tried to cut back on 
payments that can be postponed 
and on those in dispute. 

For medium-term effects, the ac- 
countant general is activating the 
order freezing new financial com- 
mitments and contracts. So far, the 
■Treasury committee set up, to deal 
with appeals against freezes on new 
financial commitments has ratified 
only a few essential contracts, and is 
taking care not to make the order 
freezing commitments toothless. 

In another development, there has 
been a rise in dollar buying by the 
public for deposit in foreign currency 
bdeposit accounts. In a short period, 
SI 60 million were bought up by 
the public which is anxious to make 
the most of the rising value of the 
dollar. Because the money is 
deposited in foreign currency 
deposit accounts, the buying spree 
has no effect on Israel’s foreign cur- 
rency balance.

OTTAWA (AP). — Canada's Prime 
Minister Elliot Trudeau yesterday 
opened the third round of discus- 
sion at the summit in Ottawa by say- 
ing that the leaders would be "look- 
ing forward at the future and see 
whether we can improve" the 
process of cooperation in 
economic affairs.

The officials, quoted by the An- 
tara news agency, said the death toll 
might increase because of the dif- 
ficulty of getting supplies to the 
area. 

Hundreds of villagers, mostly 
fishermen, are suffering from 
cholera, making the outbreak one 
of the worst on record, they said.

MOGADISHU, Somalia (UPI). —

Life sentence sought for 


gunman who shot the pope 


ROME (UPI). — The prosecution 
yesterday called Turkish gunman 
Mehmet Ali Agca a vile “salesman 
of death" for shooting Pope John 
Paul II, and told the jury he should 
be locked away for the rest of his 
life. Agca admitted that he shot the 
pope at the first day of his trial on 
Monday. 

During a dramatic 90-minute 
summation, public prosecutor 
Nicolo Amato also said that the 23- 
year-old Turk sought notoriety by 
trying to assassinate a famous 
person and compared him to the kil- 
lers of John and Robert Kennedy, 
Martin Luther King and the youth 
who wounded President Ronald 
Reagan. 

Amato asked the two women and 
four men of the jury for a sentence 
of life imprisonment for the 
shooting of the pope. Rose Hall and 
Ann Odre, the two American 
women wounded in St. Peter's 
Square. He also asked for 12 years 
for arms possession, carrying false 
passports and false testimony. 

The defence presents its case to- 
day and the jury is expected to 
render its verdict by this evening. 


“Civilization is ashamed of the 
shocking obscenity committed by 
this salesman of death," Amato 
said. “The world is ashamed of 
Mehmet Ali Agca, the man who 
brought terror to St. Peter’s 
Square." 


"1 ask you to confirm the penal 
responsibility of Mehmet Ali Agca 
for ail the crimes he has been 
charged with,” Amato said, summ- 
ing up his case on the second day of 
the trial. 

Agca was not in the court during 
Amato's impassioned appeal to the 
jury. He sent a brief message refus- 
ing 10 attend the proceedings — his 
right under Italian law. 


"We have looked into the heart 
of Mehmet Ali Agca for a small 
sign, an infinitesimal sign of repen- 
tance, a palpitation of humanity, 
but we couldn't find one.” Amato 
said. 

The prosecutor then went on to 
laud the pope as the leader of "a 
world of supreme hope and 
brotherhood," and said that Agca 
“changed the world forever” by 
shooting the,pope.

‘Only 9 hundreds died in China floods 


PEKING (Reuter). — The worst 
Hoods for decades in the upper 
reaches of China's Yangtze River 
killed between 700 and 800 people 
last week, far fewer than the earlier 
estimate of 4,000 dead, a fibod con- 
trol official said yesterday. 

Contacted by telephone in the 
stricken southwestern province of 
Sichuan, the official said many of 
those originally feared drowned in 
the rapid flooding had survived 
after managing to fight their way to 


dry land. 

The health situation was now 
generally good after medical teams 
had reached most of the affected 
areas, he said. The most common 
problems were influenza and chills 
after villages were swamped when 
torrential rains forced the Yangtze 
and several major tributaries to 
overflow, he added. Earlier, up to 
100,000 people were reported to 
have fallen ill with unspecified 
sickness in the aftermath. 


Many missing in Indian floods 


NEW DELHI (AP). — At least 500 
people were reported missing 
yesterday in rain-battered Jaipur, 
capita] of Rajasthan State, after 
heavy rains eased for the first time 
in four days. 

Local authorities confirmed 25 
deaths in the city, 200 kilometres 
southwest of New Delhi. 

The United News of India said 


that another 100 victims of the 
Fierce downpour were feared 
drowned or buried under debris. 


The rain waters displaced at least 
100,000 persons and knocked out 
power and drinking water supply 
systems. Jaipur remained cut off 
from the rest of the countyry, with 
road, rail and air services disrupted.

S. African power plants 
blasted with limpet mines 


JOHANNESBURG. — Saboteurs 
blew up parts of two power stations 
in Lhe Eastern Transvaal Province 
and damaged an electrical tran- 
sformer near Pretoria with limpet 
mines, police said yesterday. 
Limpet mines have been used often 
by black nationalist guerrillas, but' 
police did not. identify the 
saboteurs. 

The three attacks occurred within . 
minutes of each other — ail at about 
2 a.m. yesterday — and no injuries 
were reported, the South African 
Press Association said. 

Police said that there were at 
least six limpet mine explosions in 
the three attacks. But a police 1 
spokesman said: “It would, 
however, be speculation to say the 
blasts were connected," • 

Energy installations have been a 
prime target of the outlawed 
African National Congress, which 
seeks the overthrow of the white 
minority government.

The decision to 
relocate the talks was taken, by the 
Committee on Southern Africa and 
announced by the Commonwealth 
Secretariat in the British capital. 

New Zealand Prime Minister 
Robert Muldoon immediately an- 
nounced his government would 
boycott the September meeting as a 
result of the committee decision. 

“The result of the decision in 
London is that there is now a new 
element in the Commonwealth as- 
sociation, and New Zealand wifi be 
exploring that in the next month or 
two," Muldoon told reporters. . 

The South African Springbok 
rugby team is due to play its first 
match in New Zealand today and 
police have warned that anti- 
apartheid extremists may try to 
spray dangerous gas on spectators 
from a helicopter. 


Yesterday's statement by the 
Commonwealth Committee on 
Southern Africa said it noted “with 
extreme regret” that the Springbok 
team had arrived in New Zealand. 
“The committee regretfully agreed 
that the venue of the Com- 
monwealth finance ministers' 
meeting scheduled for September 
1981 should be changed,” it said.

Whaling ban defeated again 


BRIGHTON, England (UPI); — 
The U.S. and Britain yesterday, for 
the third successive year, failed to 
win a worldwide ban on commercial 
killing of whales. 

A proposal to do so, backed by 
both countries, failed again to win 
the necessary three-quarters ma- 
jority in the 30-nation International 
Whaling Commission. 

The vote was 16 for a 
moratorium, eight agaftist and three 
abstentions with three member 
countries absent. 

Once again, Japan led the opposi- 
tion. Japanese delegation chief 
Kunio Yonezawa said that even if 
the proposal was adopted, Japan 
would feel neither - legally nor 


morally bound by it. 

The UJS. and Britain then sought 
to win acceptance Of alternative 
proposals — either to ban all com- 
mercial whaling in the North' Atlan- 
tic. or to ban commercial killing of 
sperm whales. 

The proposal for a worldwide ban 
had been passed by the commis- 
sion's technical committee on Mon- 
day. But this vote was not binding 
and a three-quarters majority was 
not needed. 

The countries which voted 
against- the ban were Chile, Iceland, 
Japan, South Korea, Norway, Peru. 
Spain and the Soviet Union — all 
of them nations that carry on some 
commercial whaling. 


Soviet dissident leader jailed 


MOSCOW (AP). — Felix Serebrov, 
a member of a dissident group that 
monitored alleged Soviet abuses of 
psychiatry, was sentenced yesterday 
to four years' “strict regime" in a 
labour camp and five years of inter- 
nal exile, his wife reported. . 

Ail four other members of the 
group were sentenced to prison or 
internal exile in recent months* 

Serebrov, 50. was convicted of 
anti-Soviet agitation and 
propaganda in connection, with his 
work in the Moscow-based “Work- 
ing Commission on the Abase of 
Psychiatry.” 

The unofficial commission col- 
lected and distributed materia! 


charging that the Soviet govern- 
ment punishes dissidents by- detain- 
ing them in psychiatnc hospitals 
and by abusing them with 
debilitating drugs. Soviet officials 
haye denied the chaiges. ■ 

The ! defendant’s wife, Vera, said 
Serebrov told the court during a 30- 
minute speech that- he had . dis- 
tributed. documents; related to the 
group’s .work. She said he- con- 
tended that tiie material was not 
aimed at subverting the Soviet state. 

The prosecutor - was reported ro 
have told the court that Serebrov’ 5 
statement constituted anad mission 
or guilt and that he, accordingly, 
should be given a lighter sentence.

The Soviets, he 
said, favoured the reunification ‘ of 
families, but not of distant relatives. 

Sonia is nevertheless hopeful that 
her father will soon be allowed out; 
On September I, h will be exactly 
10 years since he first applied to 
emigrate to Israel: "They don’t 
want my father to die in Russia,? 
she said. “They saw the effect on 
the other refuseniks of my 
mother's death, and they don’t want 
it repeated. In any case, they have 
to solve the problem of what to do 
with the present refuseniks. The 
situation cannot go on forever.”

There was no formal shiva. but 
Sonia remained with her father for 
the following seven days and was 
visited by many friends. ' Sonia's 
brother. Vladimir, lives with their 
father since his divorce; his former 
wife was at the funeral, which Sonia 
regards as indicative of the wide 
' respect and love her mother en- 
joyed. 

Even though Vladimir is with him 

Sonia is concerned about how her 
father will manage. He is now 6S 
and was married for 47 years. His 
health is not good (he takes pills for 
; blood pressure), and he is not a 
practical man — how he will handle 
such mundane matters as shopping 
worries his daughter. 

Sonia heard of her mother’s death 
in a telephone call from her brother. 
(He had to phone from a friend’s 


flat, as the Lerner phone was dis- 
connected several years ago.) 

“As soon as 1 heard his voice, I 
guessed. He would only phone if it 
was good news, about getting a visa 
or bad news. His voice sounded like 
bad news, and 1 knew my mother 
was the weaker of the two. 

“He told me she died painlessly in 
her sleep. He said they would delay 
the funeral for a couple of days in 
the hope that I could be there.” 

Sonia immediately started to 
negotiate though the Finnish Em- 
bassy in Tel Aviv, which represents 
Soviet interests, and her father con- 
tacled the Dutch Embassy in 
Moscow. • 

"All of a sudden, all the doors 
opened.” After getting the phone 
call about the death on July 8, she 
took a plane to Vienna on July 10 
and obtained her final papers from 
the Soviet Embassy there. She left 
for Moscow on an Aeroflot flight 


the following day. At Moscow Air- 
port, she hud u little difficulty with 
an official, who kepi her Israeli pas- 
sport for an hour. 

When the formalities were finally 
completed, her father, brother and 
several friends were waiting to greet 
her. It was the first time she had 
seen them for eight years: 
"Somehow -I didn't remember at 
first how they looked. Eight years is 
too much. But after two or three 
minutes, it was as though I hadn't 
been away. 

“It was the same with the sights of 
Moscow. On the first day I was 
shocked. Nothing seemed as it 
should be. Bui after a couple of 
days, it was as though 1 had never 
been aw ay, and my life in Israel was 
just like a dream.” 

She was Lold fty the OVIR official 
not to talk in loo .glowing terms 
about Israel while she was in 
Moscow. 

She took her family presents from 
Israel but not photographs of her 
husband and two daughters: “They 
have plenty of those already. 1 
always send them.” 

When she left, she obtained per- 
mission to bring out a pair of gold 
earrings that belonged to her 
mother. She was wearing them 
when we met. 

Were there tears when her father 
saw her off at the airport? “Only 
from me.” she replied.

ACTRESS Barbra Streisand has ex- 
pressed in concrete terms her ap- 
preciation of two young rabbis who:

One thank-you note was in the 
form of a 550,000 cheque to es- 
tablish the Streisand Centre for 
Jewish Cultural Arts at the UCLA 
(University of California, Los 
Angeles) HDlel Students Centre. 

Rabbi Haim SeidJer-Feller of Hil- 
lel, at whose home Streisand 
celebrated the last Pessah Seder, 
said that the new cultural centre 
would sponsor visits by prominent 
Jewish artists throughout the year. 

Streisand emphasized her hope 
that the centre would create a com- 
mon bond among the entire univer- 
sity community, with art 
transcending the barriers of religion 
and ethnic backgrounds. 

The centre got off to an impres- 
sive start with an opening talk by 
author Eb'e Wiesel, and a subse- 
quent appearance by Nobel 
Laureate Isaac Bashevis Singer. 
Streisand is currently planning a 
film based on Singer’s short story 
Yentl. the Yeshiva Boy. 

The Hollywood superstar at- 
tended both talks and hosted recep- 
tions for the two writers, al her home 
afterwards. 

The second rabbi who has 
worked closely with Streisand is 
Rabbi Daniel Lapin, the 32-year old 
spiritual leader of the Pacific Jewish 
Centre, in the rather run-down Los 
Angeles suburb of Venice. 

Streisand's son. Jason, celebrated 

his Barmitzva at the small 
Orthodox shut, and the actress 
herself has been taking weekly les- 
sons in Judaica with Rabbi Lapin 
for the past year.

PAYING HOMAGE to Israel’s 
Weizmann Institute of Science and 
“the great land that produced it,” 
the Deputy Prime Minister of Egypt 
for economics and finance says be 
foresees a fruitful era of scientific 
and economic cooperation between 
his country and the Jewish state. 

Dr. Abdel Meguid, popularly 
described as the “economic czar*’ 
of Egypt, told 400 participants at the 
International Leadership 
- Conference of the Weizmann In- 
stitute: “We look at the Weizmann 
’Institute with great pride, we 
cherish it, we love it and we con- 
sider it a centre of excellence for 
the entire Middle East and the 
world.” 

Turning to the political scene, 
Meguid emphasized that nothing 
'would change the relationship 
between Israel and Egypt. 

“Camp David represents not just 
a treaty but a new way of thinking 
and a new stage reached by 
humanity,” he said. “Peace is here 
to slay and no one in his right mind 
in either Israel or Egypt would opt 
■ for any other course.” 

In response, the. full cooperation 
of the Weizmann Institute in a far- 
reaching programme of bi-national 


coope radon were pledged by Prof. 
Michael Sela, president of the 
Weizmann Institute, and Morris 
Levinson, board chairman of the 
American committee. 

Egypt is particularly interested in 
tapping the new high-technology 
systems and industries being 
developed by the Weizmann In- 
stitute and other Israeli research 
centres, said Meguid. In planning 
future scientific and commercial ex- 
changes, “the sky is the limit,” he 
added.' 

Following his banquet address, 
Dr. Meguid joined other guests in a 
lively hora. 

IN JULY 1939. two months before 
the outbreak of World War 11, the 
Jewish community of the then Free 
City of Danzig shipped 10 large 
crates, containing one of the most 
valuable Jewish art collections in 
Europe, to the Jewish Theological 
Seminary in New York for safe- 
keeping. 

The Jews of Danzig perished dur- 
ing the Holocaust and the town 
itself is now the Polish city of 
Gdansk. But thanks to the Jewish 
com munity’s foresight; its art 
treasures survived and part of the 
.collection wiH.be exhibited during. 
rfiheTall al-tiie ;Hebrew; Union Col- 
olcgfe-Skiiball Museum. It is. current- 
ly on a nationwide tour, which in- 
cluded stops at museums in New 
York, Atlanta, Chicago and 
Washington, D.C. 

In advance of the Los Angeles 
showing, the Skirball Museum is at- 
tempting to locate former Dan- 
zigers who have found new lives in 
California and the western United 
States. 

“The exhibit will, of course, have 
special meaning for former Dan- 
zigers,” notes museum director 
Nancy Berman.- “It contains many 
photographs of the Danzig com- 
munity before 1939 and many ex- 
residents may actually find 
themselves in these pictures.” 

The collection consists of three 
parts. By far the largest was given to 
the community by Lesser Gield- 
zinski, a grain merchant and art ’col- 
lector, on the occasion of his 75th 
birthday in 1904. It includes an 
Italian faience Seder plate from 
1614, a scroll from the Book of 
Esther engraved by SaJora Italia in 
about 1641, and an exquisite 
miniature Tora scroll with mantle, 
silver breastplate and crown. 

A second part consists of objects 
once used in the Great Synagogue 
of Danzig, including a marble pla- 
que commemorating the 56 Danzig 
J ews who gave their lives for 
Imperial Germany in World War I. 

The third category may be the 
most poignant; it is made up of 
heirlooms and ritual art objects 
hastily added by individual Dan- 
zigers, to send to the safety of the 
U.S. 

THE JEWS of Jannina have 
perished, but their songs live on. 

Sixteen hymns written in Hebrew 
character but in the dialect of 
northern Greece are among the few 
reminders of the once vibrant 
Jewish community, whose 1,000- 
year .history ended abruptly during 
World War II. in 1944, the Nazis 
deported all 2000 Jews of the Greek 
town, and most of them died in con- 
centration camps. 

In memory of “the humble Jewish 
singers of Jannina and their 
brethren” who perished, a linguist 
. and a classicist have worked over 
two decades to translate these songs 
into English for publication 
alongside reproductions of the 
original Hebrew manuscript and the 
Greek transliteration. 

Benjamin Schwartz, professor of 
linguistics at Lincoln University, 
Pennsylvania, initiated the project 
after viewing the Hebrew 
manuscript which had been smug- 
gled out of Occupied Greece by its 
chief rabbi. 

Later. Schwartz was joined by his 
former student, Apostolos Athanas- 
sakis. now a professor of classics at 
the University of California in Santa 
Barbara. Aihanassakkt had attended 
grade school in Jannina and he 
speaks the same dialect as that in 
which the hymns are written. 

Tilled Greco-Judaic Hymns of Jan- 
rrina. the book will be published this 
year, with financial support from 
members of the American 'Jewish 
and Greek communities.

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It was just junk, until Eli and Mira Kedar use it to transform their 
house and garden. Leah Abramowitz visited their Lifta home. \*; 
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PICTURE a rocky Judean hillside where the 
ruins of an abandoned Arab village tumble 
gently down the incline in various stages of 
decay. On the upper slope stands a renovated 
Arab house, surrougdecj by a lush, terraced 
garden with an impressivesnbottred approach 
through a self-constructofistorie arched gate. 

This is the home of Eli and Mira Kedar and 
their four children. Everything that one sees 
outside or within is the fruit of their own 
labour. 

In Israel, where every urban dweller 
idealizes just such a dreamhouse, the Kedar 
home in Mei Naftoah, or Lifta as the village at 
the entrance to Jerusalem was once called, 
seems the achievement of utopia. But the 
realized dream nas not come easily. 

Eli, who was born in the Old City of 
Jerusalem, acquired the run-down two storey 
ruin 22 years ago and set about reconstructing 
it alone. “Everyone said he was crazy,” ex- 
plained Mira, his English-born wife, a chemist 
by profession. “There were no roads, no 
neighbours, and no money for materials." But 
Eli had ingenuity and a knack for making use 
of abandoned articles. He made a fence out of 
wooden ploughs, a gate of a long, pliable saw. 


He collected junk and interesting artifacts 
and eventually found a use for all of them. 

For example, Eli built a lovely arbour out 
of metal wheels and planted roses all along 
the walk. He turned old lifts and coffee grin- 
ders into plant holders and made a coat 
hanger out dF a decorative horse harness. 
What would you do with a pair of ancient 
stone grinding stones? Eli perched them on 
abandoned broken boilers cut in half and 
produced two garden tables. 

“That cradle over there,” said Mira, poin- 
ting to an old metal swinging baby bed, “held 
every one of our children when they were 
small. Eli also remembers how his mother 
used to rock her little ones in just such a 
cradle in the Jewish Quarter.” Now it stands 
on the porch next to an old water pump, a 
group of interestingly marked water jugs and 
a large coffee grinder. Instead of containing a 
baby, it now “nurtures” a number of plants. 
Next to it, another plant is displayed on top of 
a former chimney. 

The terraced garden is Mira and the 
children's special domain. Not only are there 
plants and flowers of all colours and variety, 
but many fruit trees were planted by the 
family on the upper level. “We grow all our 


own spices,” Mira said, pointing to neatly 
rowed boxes of hot peppers, garlic, mint and 
dill. The children were busy watering the lawn 
at the side of the house. 

The older two ar# bpys_“3ot^ : .b^d their 
trii in this garden 4>ii‘tQf> ofahafc olive-press,” 
said Mira as she -indicated - one- ofi-fehe huge 
stone wheels that once served as a table and is 
now standing on its side. “We turned it over 
when we wanted girls,” she said with a laugh. 
It worked, for the younger two children are 
girls. 

The garden is dominated by a huge metal 
agricultural implement with a giant screw. 
This, Mira explained, is an ancient oil press 
found in an Arab village near Ramie. It took 
great stubbornness, perseverance and physical 
strength to get it to its present site. Mira 
remembered how her legs shook from the ef- 
fort after she and Eli carried it, in pieces, up 
the slope. 

Mira was also apprentice builder for the 
arched stone entrance gate. When she was 
well into her ninth month with her first child, 
she and EH were just lining up the top stone 
on which all the other stones rested when the 
whole structure collapsed. Mira got a knock 


on her nose, but was otherwise unhurt. “The 
next time we got around to the central axis 
stone, I wasn’t there to help because I gave 
birth meanwhile.” 

Inside the house, Eli’s skill as an amateur 
carpen ter has been 'we U utilized.' 1 M any -Walls' 
are paxielfed andall the cupboards are: 
utilitarian and beautiful. The thick kitchen 
table has been expanded as the family grew 
and the wide, self-made chairs look well used. 
Mira and Eli have made good use of the uni- 
que features of an Arab house. The thick 
walls allow for niches, wide window seats and 
built-in refrigerators or cupboards. The high 
ceilings carry chandeliers and each room has 
an antique or an unusual lighting fixture. In 
the salon for example, a copper Arab tea tray 
has been turned upside down and hung from 
the ceiling. The doors and windows are 
arched and in some cases have been em- 
bellished With naked, native stone or lattice 
work'. 

The house is very cold in winter. Eli has 
thus built a stone fireplace downstairs and a 
brick fireplace upstairs. In the kitchen there is 
a small but useful old wood stove with a chim- 
ney. It is the children's task to fill it with wood 
gathered in the hills. The bathroom is one of 


the most unusual features of the house, with 
its sunken bathtub lined with grey Italian mar- 
ble. Eli found a number of marble sink tops 
that were abandoned when people switched 
to stainless steel sinks and used the material 
fat ?fie r 6athroonr. • 

Friends are always bringing unusual uten- 
sils and artifacts to Eli and he regularly rooms 
the flea markets for interest ng items. His 
house is full of finjans, copper plates and jugs, 
knives and swords from many periods, an- 
cient lamps, religious art, old weapons, an 
old-fashioned phonograph machine, a whip, a 
Georgian tamborine, bellows, a mace, 
agricultural scales, fossils, and wagon wheels. 

Last year, EH and Mira started a restaurant 
in the house which is becoming a popular 
eating and meeting spot. The restaurant looks 
out over a magnificent view of the Judean 
hills and the Lifta spring. But the view is not 
the only outstanding feature of the site. The 
special flavour of the restaurant is its setting, 
the arrangement of old and new, the 
seemingly haphazard display of junk and anti- 
quities. These items give the Kedar’s home 
and garden a special character, made all the 
more special for the many hours of hard 
work, love and devotion invested in them.

“BEING married to a hotel 
manager means being wed to his job 
as well, often 24 hours per day — or 
more,” says Cecilia Huckenstein. 
wife of Tel Aviv Hilton general 
manager Dieter Huckenstein, 38, 
who is considered a success story in 
the hotel industry. 

The Huckensteins and sons Wil- 
liam. 8, and Gordon. 4, live on the 
14th floor of the Hilton, in a hand- 
some suite whose walls are 
bedecked with paintings and 
sketches, primarily Cecilia's work. 

These indicate a strong tendency 
towards a family motif, for a signifi- 
cant proportion of her work 
features her husband and children 
in a wide range of moods. 

The suite’s furniture is 
predominantly antique in style. The 
Huckensteins love antique, massive 
furniture which, they find. Is solid, 
practical and comfortable. 

“Jt began," explained Hucken- 


stein, “in Washington, where I was 
in charge of the Hilton’s food and 
drink department, and where 
Cecilia and 1 met. I’d been looking 
for someone to provide artistic 
embellishment for our menus. 
Cecilia, working as a journalist and 
a graphic artist, was accepted for 
the job.” 

The hotel in which' they worked 
was furnished entirely in antique 
style, and when its owners opted for 
modem decor, the Huckensteins 
picked up ail they wished at bargain 
prices, leaving most of the items at 
their homestead in Virginia. The 
furniture in their current suite, on 
the other hand, was acquired during 
their extensive wanderings, always 
at very low prices. 

They point to a lovely antique 
closet, more than 200 years old, 
which they bought in Cyprus while 
Huckenstein managed the Hilton 


there before his current position in 
Israel. 

In another corner, above an anti- 
que leather armchair purchased in 
London, there hangs an enormous 
tray, more than 400 years old, 
bought in the Philippines, along 
with various items acquired in 
Hawaii, where William was bom. 
“We are an international family.” 
says Cecilia. “Dieter was bom in 
Germany! 1 in the U.S., and the 
children in Hawaii and Cyprus.” 

She gestured towards the carpets, 
purchased in Israel. For several 
months, she related, they had been 
aware of the Jaffa flea market, and, 
at first opportunity, went there on a 
buying spree. They had meanwhile 
added a piano to their dining room, 
which was similarly furnished with 
antiques; those items, however, 
belong to the hotel. 

“The disadvantage of a life on the 
run. of moving from one hotel to 


another," says Cecilia ruefully, "is 
always moving into an apartment 
which has been furnished by 
others." As an artist, however, she 
rearranges things according to her 
sights and tastes — the lesser of two 
evils. 

The strain of frequent relocation, 
along with constant exposure to the 
public eye, would probably drain 
most women’s spirits, but Cecilia, 
despite her youthful appearance, 
copes with and adapts to every 
situation. 

The Huckensteins see the bright 
side of their wanderings as well. 
They enjoy getting to know new 
places and faces, although they ad- 
mit to difficulty in developing close 
friends. “Dieter is my best friend,” 
Cecilia said, “he’s all that I need.” 

Dieter discusses his work with her 
at length.

“Wherever* we’ve been,” 
declared Dieter, “Cecilia has 
always been willing to pitch in as a 
volunteer." In Israel, she has also 
been involved in cultural activities

Tollman came to Israel from 
South Africa in 1961 and worked for 
the export department of a large 
production company ("I did not 


come here to go into business, but 
to live here”), whose top people ap- 
parently did not like newcomers 
with new ideas. 

"Israelis are .great farmers and 
great soldiers, but the loasiest 
retailers. Some furniture sellers 
would ‘develop’ a model for the 
client on the spot. I was born into 
the furniture business, and knew 
that you don’t ’develop' a model 
just like that At Danish, it takes 
designers half a year to complete a 
model. The first sample is never the 

.“Form follows function” is the 
principle guiding' Danish designers/ 
who are known for their simple, 
elegant, functional furniture. 

From selling only imported fur- 
niture! Danish Interiors went on to 
produce its own, and by now are 


producing 60 per cent of their out- 
put. This trend may change 
however, because the local prices 
are rising faster than 'import prices, 
making it more lucrative to import 
than to produce at home. 

Since Aridor’s liberalization, 
domestic furniture has had to com- 
pete with imported furniture, and in 
general this has raised the quality of 
things available to the Israeli con- 
sumer, Tollman thinks. 

At first, Danish used to sell 
primarily tax-exempL furniture lb 
new immigrants. But whea the law 
changed in 1973, together with 
damages suffered during the Yom 
Kippur War, they decided to go in 
for their share of the local market. 

Danish Plus', a store- for elegant 
household items and kitchep uten- 
sils, and Young Danish, a special 
line for young people on 'a budget, 
were opened. Danish's advertising 
also denied the conception of 
Danish furniture as being high 
priced. “For the quality and service 
we offer, the price is really very 
.reasonable,” Tollman said. 

Tollman’s tactics must be paying 
off: during this year Danish have 
opened a new shop in Eilat, a 1 ,000 
square metre display hall and shop 
in Haifa and a large shop in Tel 
Aviv's Kikar Hamedina, (see adja- 
cent story). 

Danish trains all their workers to 
listen to what their clients really 
want and think. “Our salespeople 
receive high wages and I regard 
them as key -figures in the com- 
pany’s sales' success. You have to 
listen to a person, to find out what 
budget she/he has and to find 
something suitable. Some of our 
most beautiful things are inexpen- 
sive, and I want to be sure that my 
clients get the best possible advice.” 

“A company is often judged on 
the way it handles complaints. All 
our products are guaranteed, and if 
something goes wrong we replace or 
fix it. We also fix things that broke 
down through no fault of ours — for 
a price/’ 

The company is gradually becom- 
ing known as “Danish,”, without 
“Interiors” which is hard for Israelis 
- to pronounce. As for the foreign 
sound of the name, "it is associated 
with Denmark and its quality of life, 
and the simplicity and elegant 
design given theme to the smallest 
detail of household' things,” Toll- 
man says. 

Meanwhile Danish is constantly 
developing new ideas and ex- 
panding its exports. For instance, 
their Combi wall system (modular 
wall furnishings for homes, business- 
es and shops) is sold at a third of 
the price of Avanti, an Italian-made 
wall system also sold by Danish, and 
85 per cent of it is exported to the 
US. In the future, Danish intend to

Controversy over system 
of grading building firms 


Grape farmers 
fight Chile for 
export markets.

THE HOUSING Ministry^ deci- 
sion last week to abolish its clas- 
sification system for builders and 
contractors has come under heavy 
fire from the larger firms in the con- 
struction industry. 

Yosef Pinchuk. manager of the 
government company Mtvnei 
Ta'asiya. which is responsible for 
building factories and developing 
industrial zones, said the move 
would involve the company in ex- 
pensive complications when al- 
locating work to sub-contractors 
and partners. The company would 
be forced to introduce a system of 
supervision and inspection of ail 
contractors who wished to embark 
on joint projects with it. he said. 

The abolished eight-fold clas- 
sification system was determined by 
the scale or building projects con- 
tractors were deemed capable of 
undertaking in view of their finan- 
cial resources. 

Avraham Goldstein, chairman of 
the breakaway Association for the 
Advancement of Contractors, 
which many of the country's largest 
contractors have joined, said the 
abolition would harm the larger 
building firms. He proposed a clas- 
sification system based on size of 
labour force, experience, equip- 
ment and financial resources. 

However, he also opposed an an- 
nual inspection of contractors' 
books by the Housina Ministry. It 


was a dispute over this point with 
the rival Builders and Contractors 
Centre that led the ministry to 
abolish the classification system. 

Rah Devara, spokesman for 
Jerusalem Municipality, said the 
decision would cause similar 
problems for local authorities when 
deciding to whom tenders should be 
awarded. Government sources ex- 
pressed the fear that, with tenders 
now open to all-comers regardless of 
their size and that of the project, 
local authorities would be forced to 
accept the lowest bidder even if 
they had suspicions about his 
capabilities. 

Devara said however that, in re- 
cent cases brought against the 
Jerusalem Municipality, the high 
court accepted the right of local 
authorities to reject applicants for 
lenders if they showed reasonable 
grounds for believing the project 
would be beyond the capabilities of 
the applicant. 

Consumer organizations have 
also called for a reversal of last 
week's decision and an amendment 
of the law w hich insures apartment- 
buyers' down-payments to contrac- 
tors against bankruptcy. The sum 
returnable to buyers is not index- 
linked and. because of the delay s in 
obtaining the money, about two- 
thirds of its value is usually lost. It is 
feared that the abolition of the clas- 
sification system will increase the 
bankruptcy risk to the apartment- 
buyer in choosing a contractor.

TEL AVIV. — Table grape farmers 
yesterday appealed to the govern- 
ment in ihe wake of the crisis facing 
them. 

Despite a bumper crop they are 
unable to export grapes this year 
because table grapes from Chile are 
now Hooding the European market, 
at prices far lower than Israel can 
offer. 

The farmers, stressing that the 
local market cannot absorb such 
huge quantities, are demanding aid 
from the government to cover their 
losses. The Farmers’ Federation has 
promised it would back them. 

The Jerusalem Post learned from 
Fruit Marketing Board officials that 
even if a market is not found, none 
of these grapes will be destroyed. 
The grapes will be sold to the 
wineries for wine, but they will pay ' 
only a fraction of the price that the 
export fruit was expected to fetch or 
what the farmers receive when they 
sell in the local market.

Science Industries Centre expands

HAIFA. — A new building with 4,- 
800 sq.m, of floor space was in- 
augurated yesterday at the Science 
Industries Centre on the southern 
outskirts of the city. 

The centre, which is owned by 
the municipality, now comprises 


45,000 sq.m, of floor space and 
houses a number of high-technology 
industries. 

The new building, which cost 
about S2 million, was financed 50 
per cent by the holding company of 
the centre, with the rest coming 
from loans. It has been leased to the 
Elbit electronics company, which is

The Bank of Israel has decided to 
slow down the pace of devaluation, 
in response both to the drop in the 
rate of inflation in recent months 
and to the increase in the supply of 
foreign currency. Both factors have 
caused a short-term strengthening 
of the Israeli shekel. 

Since the beginning of the month,, 
the shekel was devalued by 1.5 per 
cent against the currencies basket ' 
and by 3.23 per cent against the dol- 
lar. 


Throughout the year, with the ex- 
ception of March, the devaluation 
of the shekel against the dollar was 
higher than it was relative to other 
currencies. This trend wtH change 
only if President Ronald Reagan 
agrees to modify his current 
monetary policy which is aimed at 
strengthening the dollar and clamp- 
ing down on inflation in the UR.

WITH THE SITUATION in the north deteriorating, and 
relations with the U.S. near crisis dimensions, the cabinet yesterday 
took a stand cvn the American proposal — demand is .really the. 
proper word — for a prompt cease-fire between the Israel army and 
the FLO terrorists in Lebanon. 

Acting on Premier Begin's suggestion, the cabinet endorsed the 
idee of a cease-fire, but in a version and language of its own. It an- 
nounced that “peace” is to be negotiated with the government of 
Lebanon. In no way would tips government authorize anyone to treat 
with the FLO. Meanwhile Israel would retain the right to defend its 
citizens from attack. 

In a. world where only words are real, it would perhaps be 
reasonable for the government to pin responsibility upon Lebanon. It 
after all is the terrorists’ host country. And, as a sovereign govern- 
ment. only with it can a durable peace be made. 

The only difficulty with this approach is that it is unreal. The no- 
tion that Israel has been engaged in hostilities with Lebanon or that 
there I? a government in Beirut capable of negotiating a “peace” 
which would embrace the terrorists — and, of course, without 
acknowledging the existence of the PLO — is a complete absurdity, 
as everyone in Jerusalem knows full well. 

For the past four years, Israel itself has been able to pursue its in- 
terests in Lebanon, both southern and northern, with but the scantest 
reference to President Sarkis's phantom regime. There is no good 
reason to expect Mr. Sarkis now suddenly to be able to be a partner 
who could silence the terrorists. 

Behind the cabinet's obfuscation, there is quite a different reality. 
Preside r Reagan's envoy, Mr. Habib, yesterday expressed it bluntly. 
On in!* basis of the cabinet decision, he is pursuing Mr. Reagan's 
directive to .achieve a cease-fire. And what he delicately did not say, 
that cease-f.ie would have to be concluded not with an army-less 
Leban on, but with the PLO. 

This upgrading of the PLO is the direct political consequence of 
the government's indiscriminate attacks on the terrorists. And none - 
of Mr. Begin's verbal twists yesterday could conceal it. It is the price 
paid for divorcing military action from political consequence. 

There is, of course, another price and that is the damage to Israel's 
relations with the U.S. and to Israel's image in American public opi- 
nion. 

For official Washington, the escalation in the anti-terrorist war — 
and especially the ill-conceived and ill-timed bombings in Beirut — 
have been a nuisance and embarrassment of the first order. This goes 
far beyond the technical issue of the use of American-made planes in 
operations whose defensive nature is in doubt. The delay in delivery 
of the^F-16s is but a symbolic expression of presidential wrath. _ 

To be sure. Israel has known outbursts of White House dis- 
pleasure before, and it has survived them all. But never before has it 
known virtually the entire American political community to join in 
ganging up on this country. Even the organized American Jewish 
community has fallen nearly mute. For the first time, the voice un- 
reservedly supporting Israel is crying in the wilderness. 

This wilderness, however, is of Israel's own creation. It is the 
product of an arrogant, obtuse policy of “strength'* which translates 
into a series of self-inflicted blows. to . : .. v 

In. pursuit of the same policy, the present government earlier 
brought upon itself the introduction of the Syrian missiles into the 
Bekaa VaHev . 

Now in an effort to wriggle out of the latest stormy consequences 
of this policy — including the disruption of life in the north — 
the government is willing to embrace America's life saver, but gilded 
in face-saving rhetoric with which, at best, it fools itself.

opposition within Israel itself, en- 
couraged Reagan to retain the F-16 
suspension. 

The possibility that U.S.-Israeli 
relations could deteriorate further 
was underscored when The New 
York Times reported yesterday that 
the administration was now even 
considering supporting UN sanc- 
tions against Israel. 

“Until recently, American sup- 
port for sanctions against Israel was 
considered inconceivable,” wrote 
UN correspondent Bernard D. Nos- 
siter. 

n But a resolution carefully drafted 
to rebuke violence by all sides and to 
suggest the possibility of pmuihmeiit 
for failure to abide by a cease-fire at a 
future date might gain American as- 
sent.” 

“American support would T>e 
even more likely if it appeared that 
Britain and France might back such 
a document, isolating the U.S.,” 
Nossiter said. 

The State Department later said 
the U.S. would oppose UN sanc- 
tions against Israel or any “un- 
balanced” resolution. 

But Israel: officials here have 
complained that the administration, 
by slapping a virtual embargo on F- 
16 deliveries to Israel, has already 
started to impose sanctions against 
Israel. 

Delivery of four F-16s was 
delayed following the Israeli bomb- 
ing of the Iraqi reactor last month. 
Another six F-ISs scheduled to be 
sent to Israel this week were “defer- 
red’* by Reagan in the wake of the 
Beirut attack. 

77ie Wall Street Journal reported 
yesterday that yet another 12 of the 
planes are scheduled for delivery by 
October and that they “also could 
be affected by the president's ac- 
tion.” 

Haig told reporters in Ottawa that 
other military equipment currently 
“in the pipeline” for Israel would 
not be affected for the time being. 
But that prospect has clearly been 
left open should Washington 


become even more angry at Israel's 
pre-emptive and retaliatory strikes. 

Publicly, the administration has 
tried to avoid any formal linkage 
between the continued F-16 suspen- 
sion and the Beirut bombing. 

Haig alsp said that it was too early 
to say whether a shipment of F-15 
Fighters, similar to those used in the 
Iraqi reactor raid, could be delayed 
in the coming months. 

Privately. U.S. officials have 
made it clear that a formal decision 
had already been made last Friday 
to release all 10 of the aircraft. But 
that changed when word of the 
Beirut bombing reached 
Washington. 

The administration’s outrage was 
sharpened by the fact that the 
Beirut attack followed a joint state- 
ment in Jerusalem by Begin and 
visiting State Department Counsel- 
lor Robert MacFarlane earlier last 
week, saying that the U.S. and 
Israel had supposedly clarified their 
“misunderstandings” regarding the 
Iraqi raid and the use of LLS.- 
supplied arms. 

This sense of official U.S. frustra- 
tion came through yesterday in an 
editorial in The Washington Star. 
Warning that Begin had a 
“stockade mentality,” the new- 
spaper declared: “Even Israel's 
friends in the administration and in 
the US. at large are beginning to 
wonder whether Mr. Begin's stark 
insensibility to the political factor in 
Israel's security is lessening, or 
magnifying his country's peril. 

‘‘When his policy is thus 
questioned, as it is now, it is time for 
Mr. Begin to take stock and to heed 
the counsels of reason and restraint 
in his own land and throughout the 

world." 

Reagan's decision to continue the 
F-16 suspension was warmly 
welcomed by the other European 
and Japanese allies participating in 
the economic summit in Ottawa. 
They, together with several 
members of Congress, earlier had 
e.ncouraged Reagan to continue the 
suspension.

MANY PEOPLE have recalled, 
with anger and bitterness. Prime 
Minister Menachcm Begin's state- 
ment on May 10 that "soon there 
will be no more Katyushas falling on 
Kiryat Shmona." They say the state- 
ment sounded cynical when it was 
made, and that now, in light of the 
current bloody bombardment of the 
north, it rings completely hollow. 

But this is to miss the real point. 
The gravity — indeed the tragedy — 
of Begin's statement on May 10 lay 
not in its apparent falsehood, but in 
its deeper truth. 

For Begin's solemn promise to 
the long-suffering people of Kiryat 
Shmona was indeed fulfilled — not 
by Begin, but by Yasser Arafat. 

From that day — May 10 — until 
after the elections seven weeks 
later, not a single Katyusha or shell 
was fired at Kiryat Shmona, or at 
any other settlement in the north. 

In fact. Begin could rightly have 
been confident on May 10, when he 
made his statement to the “likud ha- 
Likud convention," that this would 
be the case. Ever since the Knesset 
election campaign opened in April. 
Arafat's PLO had carefully 

THE HEAT generated by all rides 
in what has become known as the 
“Spiegel man Affair” reached new 
heights over the past week, and is 
only now being slowly reduced in a 
series of conciliatory meetings. 

Most of these sessions have been 
ineffective and there are still ele- 
ments of danger in some of the 
statements being made with such 
vehemence by many who are either 
directly or indirectly involved. 

The strangest element in the af- 
fair is the position taken by a 
number of staff members of the 
broadcasting services. In defending 
their colleague, Elisha Spiegelman, 
they have tended to direct their 
condemnation and abuse at the 
management and directors of the 
Israel Broadcasting Authority. The 
young — and not-so-young — 
firebrands see this as a golden op- 
portunity to blast away at the 
management and directorate in an 
unrestrained manner. 

In any other broadcasting service 
in the world, these people would 
have found themselves out of jobs 


refrained from any shooting across 
the Lebanese border. 

Coincidence? Perhaps; but the 
evidence is otherwise. In The 
Washington Post of June 27, Arafat 
was “reported by three sources here 
{in Beiruti this week to be telling 
friends that Begin is the Palestinian 
movements’s greatest ally..." 

“Arafat and other militant 
leaders of the PLO,” according to 
The Washington Post , ’"want Begin 
to be re-elected because they 
believe his aggressively anti- 
Palestinian policies and his wil- 
lingness to use military force against 
them intensify Arab opposition to 
the Jewish state.” 

To help get Begin re-elected, 
which was his declared objective, 
Arafat provided one vitally signifi- 
cant contribution: quiet on the 
border. 

Throughout the campaign. Begin 
invariably opened his catalogue of 
government successes with the fact 
that there had been no PLO infiltra- 
tions “since Misgav Am — more 
than one year ago.” He explained 
that this was due tq his policy of in- 
itiating strikes against the terrorists 


instead of merely retaliating to their 
actions. 

Arafat took this taunting is 
silence. He could no doubt — to 
- judge by events of this week — have 
responded with shells and rockets. 
But this would have been to under- 
mine much of Begin's argument — 
and endanger his re-election 
prospects. After all, for the people 
of the north it matters, little if they 
are shelled out <?f the clear-blue sky, 
or blown up by terrorist infiltrators. 

Arafat's pre-election policy of 
restraint helped produce the desired 
result: Begin’s victory. Now, the 
PLO chief has lost no time in 
cashing-in on this victory. 

True to his belief that Begin's 
“...willingness to use military force 
against [the Palestinians] intensifies 
Arab opposition to the Jewish 
state,” Arafat launched the roost 
vicious and crude provocation. The 
PLO unleashed everything it had on 
Israel’s far north. It claimed lives 
and limbs. 

Begin, true to form, began talking 
of a “fully equipped- PLO army 
threatening our destruction” — and 
unleashed everything Israel has 
against Beirut, exacting fiftyfold 
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casualties among PLO personnel, 
and among non-combatants. - 

It is superfluous to detail the 
damage that this has done to Israel. 
A report that Egypt is sending 
medical aid to the PLO may yet — 
let us bopfe not — presage even 
more devastating damage to the 
peace process. 

If this analysis is correct, it' amply
